Crime commission. 
"Aa long as the law permits the*- 1

criminal to be paroled under 
the 
present system, our state will be a 
mecca for such 
persons,” 
Jndee 
Allen declared. 
The letter is In reply to one from 
Johnson, In which Judge Allen was 
asked to make suggestions 
which, 
the com omission believes, will be of 
value in its study of the crime sit­ 
uation. 
“In 
my opinion 
the 
situation 
could be best handled if the trial 
judge could be given more definite 
authority in all cases. I am of the 
firm belief that if the indeterminate 
sentence law were repealed and the 
trial judge given authority to pro­ 
nounce the sentence to be 
served 
with the assurance 
of 
its 
being 
served, crime would decrease. 
“The next step 
would 
be 
the 
passage of a law providing that all 
applications for parole should 
be 
filed in the trial court and

Talking out of turn lo a failing unfortunately common to man* 
kind, in addition to which it it a particularly pernicious post-ccaoon 
praotleo. 
A University of Southern Californa football team wont to Chicago 
last month and took a fine, first class Hoking at tho capable hands of 
Knots Koekne's Notre Dame Irish. 
After whioh Captain “Dreary” Drury of tho Trojans stood up at a 
msec mooting which welcomed his beaten warriors horns, and declared 
in no uncertain terms that U. 9. C. was “robbed” of that game. 
The peint, or rather two points, in dispute involved a fumble of an 
intercepted forward pass behind the Notre Dame goal line.. Officials 
ruled the play a touchback, and the Irish finally won the game by a 
margin af a single point, 7 to 9. 
For meet ef the game, Notre Dame outplayed Southern California. 
The Irish lins stopped Drury, the Irish bookfold 
broke 
up 
Trojan 
passes, and Christy Flanagan ran wild from scrimmage. 
The Irish 
were there with the proper kick to convert their touchdown and make 
their total ef points come to seven. 
This same Captain Drury who now claims ho was “robbed" of the 
game, failed to kick a goal after the Trojan touchdown. 
Had he done 
se, the score would have been tied. 
Drurjr** statement displayed the poorest sort of sportsmanship. 
Howard Jones, U. 8. C. head coach, is quoted as saying ho is 
tired of taking things in the spirit of sportsmanship. 
He, too, feels 
that the Trejane were “robbed* of victory. 
The fact remains that the Irish deserved to win, and the overrated 
westerners did not. The play concerning which complaint is made was 
not a winning one, by any means, as Drury's pass went to Riley, the 
alert Irish quarterback, and not to the Trojan for whom it was in­ 
tended. 
Of course, if we are to come right out and discard the idea of 
sportsmanship in our college athletics and admit that all we play for 
ie to win, that is one thing. 
I hardly believe that a majority of our colleges, or college players, 
or college coaches, paid hirelings though they be, would approve of 
thie attitude. 
When all is said and done, there is somsthing very fine about ama­ 
teur aport whish has nothing to do with the result of the contest, 
ones it Is ever. 


Another glaring instance of epsaklng out of turn was furnished 
by the Cornell Dally Sun. 
In an editorial, which recalled similar misguided words from Cam­ 
bridge, Mass., in the fall of 1926, the student newspaper charged that 
University of Pennsylvania players were rough with the poor little Cor­ 
nell boys in the annual Thanksgiving Day game at Franklin field. 
I didn’t see that game, but judging from the score, which was 
SS to 0, I imagine the Penn boys were a bit rough. Probably they wore 
particularly naughty in tho seoond quarter, when they seared four 
touchdowns. 
The Cornell Sun dropped sly hints about Penn's eligibility rules and 
suggested dropping the Red and Blue from Cornell's schedule. 
The attitude of the student newspaper has been repudiated by 
every one who might properly speak en the subject, the football cap­ 
tain, ceaeh, and graduate manager. It iv unfortunate when a friendly 
athletic relationship of 34 years can be imperilled by the loose tongue 
of a disgruntled non-eombatant, talking out of turn.

Aeventy-five thousand tons

sugar beets were harvested by the 
Santa Ana sugar factory during 
the season which dosed this week, 
it wss announced at the plant to 
day. 
Th# plant operated 71 days on 
beets and 60 days on molasses, a 
total of ISO days. Work was sta rt­ 
ed August 16. 
While the plant is closed as far 
as manufacturing work Is con­ 
cerned, 60 people will continue on 
the payroll, keeping the machinery 
in condition and doing other work. 
The factory will start handling su­ 
gar beets August I of next year. 
The outlook for next year Is ex­

The tragic story of it all will never 
be written, and the consequent suffering will never 
be estimated. 
The victims of war are usually young men, most 
of them independent of obligations. 
Those who 
had dependents as heads of families or were the sole 
support of aged or infirm dependents were com­ 
paratively few. 
The loss of so much young and 
promising life is a serious loss to the nation as a 
whole, but it is not so immediate in its consequences 
as the losses reported by the National Safety Coun­ 
cil. 
Whether this high price of human life is com­ 
pensated for by gains which have not and cannot 
be tabulated has never been established. 
There 
are undoubtedly many to whom every good must 
have its corresponding evil or vice versa. 
That is 
what Emerson tried to indicate in his well-known 
essay on “Compensation.” 
However, the matter is 
serious, and can only be excused if all the necessary 
precautions and safety device* have been employed. 
It is at that point that our social organizations have 
been laving their emphasis. 
The number of indus­ 
trial accidents have been very much reduced by 
reason of these safety devices, and their extension 
is one of the primary concerns of the nation, and 
the imperative duty of all industrialists.

“Endorsement of the Parkinson Island bridge 
on Newport Harbor by the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce was held up last night by George 
Raymer, secretary of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, after a plea for the endorsement had 
been presented by Harry Welch. 
Raymer said 
the organization should be sure of its ground 
and advised delay. 
*‘Th« action of Secretary Raymer in oppos­ 
ing the passage of the resolution last night is 
considered as possibly political, here, inasmuch 
as Mr. Raymer has been active in fostering a 
movement looking toward harbor annexation. 
Whether Mr. Raymer and the senior Chamber 
of Commerce propose to oppose the granting 
of the permit is not known.” 
To any one who was present at the meeting of 
which these lines purport to be a resume, such an­ 
nouncement and editorial comment comes as com­ 
plete evidence of the unreliability of a newspaper. 
Harry Welch was not present at that meeting at any 
time and Mr. Raymer made no comment at all ex­ 
cept as he was asked questions by the chairman con­ 
cerning the matter of the Parkinson bridge, as were 
others and the answers from all evidenced a lack 
of familiarity with the proposal as to where and 
what it all meant, which would have made the body 
absolutely ridiculous to have gone on record in 
favor of it, and everybody saw this. 
There was no 
suggestion of delay other than that of getting in­ 
formation and Mr. Raymer was no more responsible 
for this than were the other members of the Junior 
Chamber who must have agreed with the wisdom of 
it. 
Every intelligent person knows there was noth­ 
ing political in any way in what was said concerning 
the proposed Parkinson bridge. 
The cheap and contemptible attitude that some 
papers permit their correspondents to assume in 
their comment in relation to every expression that is 
used by anyone from Santa Ana on any project re­ 
lated to the coast, should receive the condemnation 
of every fair-minded man whether he lives on the 
coast or elsewhere. 
This story is simply a sample 
of tho attempt of certain small minds whose per­ 
sonal interests are served in preventing a better un­ 
derstanding and a closer union of the various po­ 
litical units in Orange county. 
This spirit is fos­ 
tered by a few politicians of that type whose hope 
of having any identity in leadership is based upon 
retaining their particular political unit so that they 
can continue to represent the small personal group;

It is planned to Increase the safety of air mail 
fliers by Riving them far better w eather reports 
than they have had in the past. 
The new system 
will first he tried out on the route betw een Cleve­ 
land and Chicago.

At present w eather reports are received at landing 
fields only twice a day and from only a few w eather 
stations. 
Soon the num ber of stations reporting will 
b* greatly increased and the reports will be sent in 
every two hours. 
Thus a flier, leaving any airport, can know w hat | 
kinds of w eather are prevailing along 
the 
route 
ahead of him and prepare for emergencies. 
This is a norm al step in the advancem ent of av i­ 
ation. 
Radio and telegraph m ake such a service 
possible as older m ethods of com m unication could not 
have done.

Figures continua to accum ulate relative to the im ­ 
portance of various occupations in relation to dis­ 
ease. 
U nfortunately, in the U nited States few accurate 
records are available of the num ber of persons en ­ 
gaged in various occupations, of the time th at they 
have been engaged in such occupations previous to 
death, or of other factors th a t ought to be known in 
order to Judge accurately in this m atter. 
Heart Ailments Lead 
The D epartm ent of Industrial Hygiene iu Colum ­ 
bia U niversity recently m ade a careful study of a 
selected population in New 
York 
City 
concerning 
whom scientific records could be had. 
It w as found 
th at tuberculosis still is excessive in industry as 
com pared w ith the country as a whole, but th at 
it is now surpassed in im portance by diseases of 
the heart. 
C ancer is relatively more frequent am ong those 
who are not w orking than among those who do 
indulge in industrial labor. 
The proportionate in­ 
crease in cancer is no greater among w orkers than 
am ong the general population. 
A pparently the increase in the num ber of deaths 
from heart disease is not due to the occupations, 
but rath er to the fact th at less persons die of con­ 
ditions such as tuberculosis and they therefore suc­ 
cumb to h eart disease. 
B rain hem orrhage, various form s of paralysis and 
chronic diseases of the kidneys do not seem to have 
increased greatly among w orkers in the last ten 
years, nor do they seem to show much change in the 
general population. 
Special Clothing 
In Russia, where w orkers seem to be in charge 
of governm ental conditions, the People's L ato r Com­ 
mission is fostering legislation for industrial h y ­ 
giene, requiring em ployers 
to 
provide 
employes 
with special working clothes th a t will protect them 
from injurious substances in their work. 
They are 
dem anding short hours in dangerous occupations 
and specified tim es for vacation. 
The evidence seem s to be clear th at m any occu­ 
pations contain industrial hazards and that the In­ 
crease of m echanization of hum an life is bringing 
with it new diseases and new causes of death. 


Gin, ’Coon Coats and Roadsters 


From Yale university conies news that surprises us, and should 
prove not a little disconcerting to those who think youth's main 
ambition today is to drink gin, wear a racoon coat and ride in a 
sport roadster. 
Figures from the secretary’s office show that a total of $593,- 
679.67 was earned in a year by the one-third of the Yale student 
body which is self-supporting either in whole or in part. 
Of this 
sum $350,856.17 wa* earned while the university was in session; 
the balance, during the summer time. 
The ways students earn money now are interesting. 
At Yale 
there is the Student Laundry Agency, with 32 men, which earned 
$4957. 
This group collects and delivers laundry, having its own 
automobile truck. 
The Student Pressing Agency, with 56 students 
employed, and operating its own plant, earned $10,328. 
By waiting on table in the university and other dining halls, 
516 students earned board which would have represented an outlay 
of $122,249. 
By selling neckties seven students earned $1509. 
Raincoats, shoes, furniture, flowers, football programs and other 
lines employed still more. 
During the year one man earned more 
than $4000 in his spare time. 
The cigaret holder, the raccoon coat, the gin flask and the 
sport roadster? Certainly! 
But from this report it looks as if the 
students are selling them to people who don’t go to school at all!

w hatever you can 
get

with. 
T here is no logic in getting by, and 
no inferences can be draw n from 
one case to another. You can get 
by w ith m urder, if the jury 
lets 
you off. A w om an in Los Angeles 
did exactly that, only the other day, 
on th e quite illegal b ut very hum an 
ground th a t “It served him right.” 
B ut th a t does not m ean th a t m u r­ 
der, generally speaking, is a safe 
occupation. You can get 
by 
w ith 
selling grapes, to people m ost 
of 
whom probably 
m ake 
them 
into 
wine. You can get by w ith m aking 
th a t wine, in your own cellar, pro­ 
vided you m ake it to drink y o u r­ 
self, and do not p u t it on sale. The 
whole procedure is illegal, but m any 
of the police procedures to 
catch 
you a t it, or to get the proof on 
you, are also illegal, so you will be 
likely to get by w ith it for a long 
tim e to come—provided you stop at 
that.

B 
UT because you m ay safely do 
one illegal thing, it does not a t 
all follow th a t you can do another 
involving the sam e principles. You 
can not infer a rig h t from a toler­ 
ated wrong. 
Moreover, 
w hat 
the 
E ighteenth am endm ent forbids is 
not drinking but selling. Its atta ck 
is not upon the sin, but upon the 
business. 
A thing which m ay 
be 
overlooked as a personal Indulgence 
is quite likely to m ake trouble if it 
becomes a comm ercialized business. 
So don’t be too rash to infer a com ­ 
m ercial opening from a failure to 
impose personal reform on individ­ 
ual sinners. And take w arning. The 
less 
obviously 
C alifornia 
wine 
grapes are comm ercialized, the lon­ 
ger the m arket will last.

T 
H E U niversity of 
Chicago 
has 
been show ing house-w ives how 
to feed a husband on 51 cents a day. 
It can be done, of course, if you are 
sm art enough, as these U niversity 
experts and their graduates doubt­ 
less are. B ut this is exactly the dif­ 
ficulty. If you are sm art enough to 
feed a husband on 51 cents a day, 
you don’t have to, and if you have 
to you are 
probably 
not 
sm art 
enough. A w om an who can do th at 
can usually get a husband who can 
pay m uch m ore th an 51 cents a day 
—or if by m isfortune, he can not, 
she can go out and earn It herself. 
T rue economy is a highly intellect­ 
ual a tta in m e n t 
B usiness will pay 
big w ages to those who can adm in­ 
ister it. Then they do not have to 
economize, in their personal affairs. 
The one who m ost needs to econo­ 
mise is U8ally the one who can’t.

OME day we shall all 
need 
to 
economize a t least on food. The 
world, by m ining and m anufactur­ 
ing, can be m ade to produce enough 
of everything else for tw enty tim es 
its present population, but it can 
not, by agriculture produce food for

population, and it is likely to reach 
th at point in the tim e of the grand­ 
children of

N IN TER ESTIN G possibility in 
this direction has recently been 
worked out. The scarcest and m ost 
essential of ou r food elem ents is 
protein—represented by m eat, fiah, 
eggs, cheese and to a lim ited extent 
by beans and peas. If we can get 
enough of that, we shall probably 
find w ays of 
m anufacturing 
the 
rest. By supplying grow ing yeast 
w ith inorganic nitrogen, which can 
be obtained electrically from the 
air, and which the 
yeast 
plants 
utilize nine tim es as completely as 
field crops, a food product richer in 
protein than lean beef can be pro­ 
duced a t half the present wholesale 
cost of m eat. The yeast crop can be 
harvested In 18 hours, instead of in 
18 weeks or m ore; It requires no 
land, and ten m en in a factory can 
produce m ore food by it than loOO 
m en raising live stock. 
Some day 
our descendants m ay th u s get their 
m eat from the brew ery, instead of 
from th e butcher. 


'T H E six leaders of the Tolsom riot, 
arraigned in 
co u rt 
demanded 
their “conetitutional rights," to hare 
an attorney and th e like, and of 
course prom ptly got them . In due 
tim e they w ill

Vitamin Deficiency 


Insight into the real m echanism 
of scurvy, beri-beri and all the dis­ 
eases caused by a lack of vitam ins 
is the goal of a group of w orkers 
in the hygienic laboratory of the 
U nited S tates public health service 
in W ashington. 
In the divison of pharmacology, 
experts have been dosing devita­ 
minized 
ra ts 
w ith 
various 
toxic 
drugs to see how the reaction of 
the avitam inous 
organism 
varies 
from the norm al. 
How the functions of the differ­ 
ent organs of thebody are physio­ 
logically altered by a lack of v ita ­ 
m ins is an aspect of 
the 
vitam in 
subject th at has thus far received 
very little attention. 
These w orkers have found w hat 
m ight be reasonably expected th at 
the ability of the tissues of vitam in 
deficient anim als to resist poisons 
is considerably reduced. 
T he su s­ 
ceptibility of 
anim als 
th at 
have 
been deprived of vitam in A, which 
is necessary for health and grow th, 
and the an ti-neuritic vitam in B, to 
serve 
nerve 
poisons 
indicates 
a 
general im pairm ent of the nervous 
system . 
The m arkedly decreased re sist­ 
ance of vitam in A deficient ra ts to 
m orphine suggests, 
according 
to 
the authors, th a t th e respiratory 
center is w eakened by a lack of 
this essential fod elem ent.—Science 
Service Bulletin.
